Pearl Fishing on the coast of Lower 


Caliloruiaia an important industry, no 
leea than 1,000 divers being employed m 
bringing up the costly black poarl, which 
ia found in a great stato of perfection in 
tho deep waters of Taz. The pearl 
oysters are found Irorn one, to six uiiloa 
off shore in water from one to twenty- 
one fathoms deep. Merchant provide 
hats, diving appartus, etc., fur tho pros- 
ecution of the. business, on condition 
that they can purchnsu all the pearls 
found, at prices to bo agreed upon. 
These boats, which arc usually of about 
five tons burden, sail up and down tho 
coast from May to November searching 
for treasures. Tho product ol a year's 
work is about $.~iO(t,000, eHtimutuig ^tho

A MIDNIGHT BLAZE. 


Destructive Conflagration Happily 


Averted by Brave Firemen, 


Loss About 82,500; Fully Insured. 


An electrifying alarm of fire was sound- 


ed last night at about 11 o'clock, by the 
screeching steam whistle at tlie. Shella- 
barger & Co. Merchant Mill and by the 
clanging five bell«. The entire, fire de- 
partment, with apparatus, turned out and 
soon reached the scene of the fire, which 
proved to be at Mr. John Keller's large 
ieo house, packing house and refrigerator 
combined, located on the north side of 
Cerro Gordo street, between Main and 
Water streets, directly in the rear of \V. 
L. Ferguson's hardware store and Doctor 
Hubbiird's drug store. The building id 
constructed of wood, and is covered on top 
and on all sides with close fitting corruga- 
ted sheet iron. It cost Mr. /elk r, whose 
meat market fronts on Water street, 
between $2,W)0 and ?:!,(Kh). 


The fire originated in the northwest 


comer of the second lloor, uln-re v.vre 
hung in rows a lot of hams, anil it was 
undoubtedly the work of an incendiary, 
who gained an entrance to that quarter 
of the building by breaking open the door 
in the north end of the structure. This 
door was found closed, when the first par- 
ties arrived at the scene and took- in the

THE LATEST PROM LATHAM. 


Burial of the Three Men MS'Steriousljf 


Murdered in Logan County. 


The brutally butcheied bodies of Mc- 


Maliini, C'arlock and Mutheuy, were bur- 
ied yesterday in a graveyard near Chest- 
uut.Il!., beyond Latham, in Logan county. 
Later particulars of the manner in which 
the three men were killed furnish noth- 
ing di ft erent from the accounts given in 
these columns last evening. 
The men 


were overpowered while, asleep iu their 
beds, gagged, tied and marched out, and 
•within a few rods of the house had their 
throats cutiu the manner already describ- 
ed, 
ft was one of the most horrible aud 


sickening scenes on record iu any state, 
and has very naturally attracted general 
attention. The indignant people of the 
community iu whiehMeMiihon lived have 
employed several of rinkerton'n best de- 
tectives, aud they arc now at Latham and 
Mt. 1'nlaski obtaining all points that will 
aid them iu hunting down the guilty par- 
ties. The Lincoln Journal, of last even- 
ing, states that it is understood that Hit 
detectives have a slight clew which nil 
lead to an arrest before Friday. The be- 
lief at Latham is that the principal mo- 
tive of tlie villains was robbery, and that 
in order to leave no wilnessof their erinu 
they killed all three of the men. There 
were no marks on the bodies of McMahoi 
mid Mutheuy other than that of theknife 
but the head of Carlock .shows the marl 
of u heavy blow which doubtless knoekoi 
him senseless. The inquest will lie liel. 
on Wednesday.
